No charges had been filed late this 
afternoon against the four men who 
were arrested at Columbus Wednes­ 
day in connection with the attempted 
theft of two barrels of whiskey from 
a Pennsylvania freight ear in this 
city, but it was expected that they 
would he brought to this city for 
arraignment. 
It is likely that the 
cases against the men may be filed 
in federaPCourt as tile whiskey which 
they are alleged to have removed 
from the freight car was an inter­ 
state shipment.

Senator Hiram John­ 
son’s in-istence upon immediate pub­ 
lication by the state department of 
the 
treaty text 
drew fire around 
Senator Hitchcock’- resolution for an 
investigation 
of 
the 
Borah-Lodge 
statements that the treaty is in the 
hands of New York business inter­ 
ests. 
Hitchcock introduced his res­ 
olution late yesterday after a con­ 
ference with Senator Kellogg, Min­ 
nesota, a Republican, who had pre­ 
pared a similar resolution. 
Kellogg 
withheld his, however, on the ground 
that it might interfere with passage 
of the Johnson resolution. 
If' Hitchcock’s resolution passes, 
the committee will be directed to 
learn who the financial men are that 
have the treaty, how they got it and 
what special or particular interest 
they have in it. 
The resolution gives 
the committee the broadest lowers 
of inquiry. 
Such an investigation, however, 
will not be authorized without strong 
opposition. 
Some senators do not 
wish the matter gone into too deeply 
because of the possibility that cer­ 
tain men in high positions 
may be 
involved, they admitted today. 


By United Press 
Wilke-ba ere Pa., June 5.—Mora 
than eighty-five

have been killed today in an explo­ 
sion in a tunnel of the Baltimore & 
Delaware 
Coal 
Company, 
near 
Wilkes barre. 
Every -morgue in the 
city ha.- been pressed into service 
and thousands of frantic women and 
children are running from one un­ 
dertaking shop to another to learn 
it their loved ones were among the 
Killed. 
I he explosion was caused by 
an electrical wire dropping into cars 
containing block explosives. 
Sixteen cars loaded with the ex­ 
plosives and 
carrying 
about 
two 
hundred men were entering the tun­ 
nel when 
the explosion 
occurred. 
Most ot the men died as a result of 
inhaling tile 
poisonous fumes, but 
many were blown to atoms 
Others 
v.ere drowned in a trench of water 
which ran 
along 
the 
side of the 
track. 
Forty-nine 
men 
escaped 
death 
and were rushed, -roue seriously in­ 
jured, to hospitals. 
Of this number 
eleven were said to lie dying. 
The 
accident occurred as the men were 
loing 
to 
work. 
The 
explosion, 
while not 
of 
great force, 
caused 
heets of dames to envelop the min­ 
ers. 
Many 
were 
burned 
beyond 
recognition while others were smoth­ 
ered to death 
by 
smoke. 
ITider- 
takers’ figures show' the dead list be­ 
tween ninety and one hundred. Com­ 
pany officials placed 
the 
dead at 
seventy-one, announcing that forty- 
one were identified. 
Most 
of 
the 
miners 
were American 
born 
and 
some of them Svere returned soldiers 
who had been given back their old 
jobs. 
Survivors 
said 
the electric 
wire parted as 
the 
fourth car of 
workers passed the entrance. 
They 
stopped the train to fix it, they said,* 
and sparks from the point where tho 
ends joined dropped into the le w ­ 
der, 
.The accident, occurred 
at 
6:40 
o’clock while the men were on their 
way to work. 
The explosion could * 
be heard for miles around. 
By 7 
c-Ylock thousands of 
people gath­ 
ered around the head of the tunnel. 
As the dead were removed they 
were placed on the hill sides. 
The 
scene resembled 
a 
battle 
ground. 
.Mothers, wives and children rushed 
from one body to another and many 
women fainted. 
Hurry calls were 
sent 
to every 
physician in the city and a stream 
of speeding motor 
cars 
was soon 
proceeding 
toward 
the 
tunnel. 
Every coal company in the vicinity 
ru.-hed ambulances and “first aid” 
crews to the -cene. 
Many victim s 
were dead when they were removed 
from the tunnel and others died on 
the way to the hospitals. 
Eighty- 
five were known dead at noon. With 
deaths winch 
are occurmg among 
the injured in the hospital- it i- be­ 
lieved that tile total dead may reach 
one hundred.

Anthony 
resolution providing that the ques­ 
tion of national suffrage for women 
bi* submitted to the state legislatures 
for ratification, follows a tight that 
lins been in progress for forty-one 
years. 
It wa" the fifth time that the 
question has come to a vote in the 
"enate. 
The tir-t time the resolu­ 
tion received practically no attention 
but on each succeeding vote it gain­ 
ed 
support. 
On the fourth 
vote 
v bach wa" held late in the last ses­ 
sion tile resolution was defeated by 
a few votes. 
The senate’s action places the m at­ 
te of national suffrage for women 
sq u arely before the state legislatures. 
A few of the legislatures are now iii 
"i‘""ion aud the advocates of suf­ 
frage will make an effort to secure 
them to ratify the resolution for the 
effect that it will have upon the oth­ 
er states. 
Thirteen states could defeat the 
amendment I rom being embodied in 
the federal constitution.

The sixth annual art exhibit to be 
given by the Seymour Art League 
will open at the Shields high school 
building Monday June 9 and will con­ 
tinue until June 24. 
As has been the 
custom in the past the paintings will 
be hung in time so that all students 
of the city school will have an oppor­ 
tunity to view them during the last 
week of the school term which ends 
Friday, June 13. 
The exhibit thi- year will consist 
of valuable pictures owned by local 
people which represent many thous­ 
ands of dollars. 
Prof. T. A. Mott, 
president of the Art league, stated 
this Bluming that during the past few 
years large sums of money have been 
expended by local lovers of art for 
paintings 
by both European 
and 
American artists. 
I lie owner- ot the valuable pic­ 
tures have agreed to hang them in the 
corridor- at the school building for 
.I period of three weeks so that tile 
general public will have an oppor­ 
tunity to view them. 
Since the Sey­ 
mour Art League was organized six 
years ago considerable interest has 
been shown and as a result thousands 
of dollars have been spent in pur­ 
chasing paintings until Seymour can 
now boast of having as many beau­ 
tiful and ex {tensive pieces of art as 
any eitv it- size in the country. The 
oil paintings which will be displayed 
by tho art league will be taken from 
about twelve homes iii the city. 
The 
league has the loan of fifty-eight oil 
paintings tor the exhibit. 
In addition to the loan exhibit, the 
art league will offer a $25 prize for 
the best painting by a resident of 
Seymour or Jackson county. 
The 
painting must not he over two years 
old. 
The local paintings M ill he hung 
separate from the general exhibit. 
Other features of the exhibit to be 
held this year Mill include sam ple 
of art work done by the students of 
the city schools and an exhibit of 
sewing from the sewing department 
of the Shields High school.
